Roosevelt cuts Landon's lead slightly 


to approximately Wi to 2 as new re- 
turns are reported from three more 
southern states and one more farm 
state in The Literary Digest's national 
Presidential poll.

88,815 and Lemkc's 10,374 out of a total 
of more than a quarter of a million

New York, Ohio and Texas, while the 
voting in Maine, Minnesota and Penn- 
sylvania is within a fraction of the 
previous week's tabulation.

Move Against Madrid 


SAINT JEAN DE LUZ, France.—(/P) 


—Gen. Emilio Mela, Fascist conquorer 
of Irun and San Sebastian, Wednesday 
night moved his troops to the Zara- 
gosa and Madrid fronts, depending on 
land and sea blockades to strave out 
the remaining government risistance 
in the Northern sector. 


Carlist (Monarchist) and Fascist mil- 


itiamen patrolled the streets of San 
Sebastian while in the harbor speed- 
boats cut off all communications be- 
tween government-held territory and 
France, except by warship. 


The Spanish government consul at 


Bayonne had no means of sending 
Madrid dispatches to the leaders of 
the government forces in the North. 


Antonio Ortega, erstwhile municipal 


governor of San Sebastian while it was 
in government hands, lias established 
headquarters at Zumaya. 


The present plan of the Fcasists was

Peddler Ordinance 


of City of Hope 


Upheld by Court 


Chancellor Bacon Rules 
for City Against El Do- 


rado Baking Co. 


COMPANY~APPEALS 


Decision Dissolves Injunc- 
tion That Had Restrain- 


ed City Officials 


The City of Hope won a victory 


Thursday wjlen Chancery Judge Pratt 
P, Bacon handed down an opinion 
holding the city's peddlers ordinance 
valid. 
| 


Tlie decision dissolves a temporary 


Injunction which for the .past three 
months restrained the city from col- 
lecting tax from the El Dorado Baking 
company, a corporation witli head- 
quarters at El Dorado but distributing 
bread in Hope to retail dealers through 
its agents. 


The baking company appealed to the 


Arkansas Supreme Court. 


The City of Hope, a municipal cor- 


poration, was represented in the case 
by City Attorney W. S. Atkins. The 
baking company was represented by 
Attorney E. F. McFaddin of Hope. 


The temporary injunction granted by 


Judge Bacon about three months ago 
resulted from the arrest of an employe 
of the baking company while distribut- 
ing bread in Hope. 


Attorney McFaddin contended that 


the city's ordinance was not as broad 
as tile definition given a peddler under 
the state law, and therefore was void. 


Mr. McFaddin also contended that 


the baking company, itself, cannot be a 
peddler, for its nature is such that it 
can not travel from house to house 
or place to place offering its goods 
for sails and it must, therefore, act by or 
through its agents. 


.Another 'contention'by Mr, McFad- 


din "was that the bread was being sold 
to retail merchants only, and not di- 
rect to the, consumer and therefore 
those selling the bread could not be 
classified as peddlers. 


Mr. McFaddin also argued that if 


the ordinance exempts the man whij 
manufacturers his own product—it 
would also apply to the agents of the 
manufacturer.

Home Agent

Young Pullets 


Young pullets should be placed in 


the laying house before they start lay- 
ing, since moving the birds, after pro- 
duction has started, it quite likely is 
to cause them to molt. 


Hcmpstead county farm women have 


al/so found that proper housing has 
much to do with the success of the 
poultry flock. According to S. A. 
Moore, Extension poultryman, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, at least 4 square feet of floor 
space is needed for cadi bird, although 
this space may be slightly reduced for 
Leghorns orother light breeds. When 
the pullets are crowded, any possible 
saving in housing space will be over- 
come by an increase in disease and 
lower production, he points out. 


Adequate roosting space will also 


reduce disease and is necessary for 
profitable production. Mr. Moore rec- 
ommends that roosts be placed at 
least 12 inches apart, and allow 8 to 
112 inches in length for each bird. 


Garden "Cleanup" 


Garden "cleanup" time has started in 


Hempstead county, says Miss Bulling- 
ton, home demonstration agent, point- 
ing out that plantinf of fall veget- 
ables isn't the only necessary work 
for the gardener at this time of year. 


Cid stems and stalks, left after the 


garden has been harvested, are har- 
bouring spots for insects and trouble- 
some diseases, according to Claude 
Woolsey, Extension horticulturist, Un- 
iversity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. The stems of such vegetables 
as cabbage, beans, and tomatoes must

"Doc" stayed with us for several 


weeks. He helped me plenty. Always 
an outstanding offensive genius, sev- 
eral years on the sidelines hadn't left 
him the least bit rusty. 


All this time, Mississippi A. and M.

There I spent five of the happiest

My record at Tulane in 1927-8 wasn't 


anything to shout about, but I saw 
better days ahead. 


Tulane won three straight Southern 


Conference championships. In con- 
ference competition the Green Wave 
was unbeaten through the seasons of 
1929, '30, and '31. Our winning streak 
over that 
period was broken by 


Northwestern in the opening game of 
1930. We had a real good team when 
we invaded Evanston, but the boys 
simply couldn't click. I believe that 
that setback paid good dividends. 


When the 1931 season practically was 


concluded, Tulane's football fame had 
jecome widespread. Having a nat- 
ural weakness for worrying during 
the season, I was anything but at ease 
[he week before our final game with 
Washington State. The Pasadena Rose 
Bowl invitation hinged on our beating 
the Cougars.

Fruit Trees Thrive 


on Fall Planting 


They Develop Good Root 


System During Suppos- 


edly Dormant Months 


By W. E. MOUNTCASTLE, 


County Agent 


Fruit trees set out in the fall of the 
car have a decided advantage over 
hose set out in the spring, according 
o information received from J. R. 
Cooper, horticulturist of the University 


f Arkansas College of Agriculture, re- 
garding fall planting. 


Mr. Cooper advises that experiments 


concerning fall and spring planting of 
'ruit trees have given definite results 
favoring fall planting. It has been 
found that roots of trees grow/at" iany 
time of the year when the soil is warm 
enough, even though the tops of the 
Irccs may be dormant. As a result of 
this ability of the roots to grow dur- 
ing fall and winter, it was found that 
fall planted trees had developed good 
root systems by the time spring-plant- 
ed trees were set, and, for this reason, 
have considerable advantage. Growtn 
started earlier and the trees grew more 
vigorously. 


Another advantage of fall planting 


v/as that it was not necessary to cut 
the tops back so heavily. The second 
season in the orchard, the fall-planted 
trees again outgrow their spring-plant- 
ed neighbors. The results were ap-

Sold exclusively by 


Army Abandoning 


"Open" Airplanes 


Heavy Clothing, Intense 


Cold "Panic" the Brav- 


est of Pilots 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH 
Associated Press Science Writer 


WASHINGTON. — (ff>) — Fear and 


panic generated in military pilots by 
extreme cold when flying at high al- 
titudes is forcing-abandonment of the 
old open cockpit type of airplane. 


Captain Harry G. Armstrong, direc- 


tor of the Army's physiological re- 
search laboratory at Wright Field, 
writing in the Military Surgeon, de- 
clared htta as cold increases the heavy 
winter flying suits used by service fly- 
ers become ineffective and "we find 
progressive mental distress, loss of mo- 
rale, indiference or distaste for the 
misson, atendency to panic and final- 
ly stpuor and death." 


Lose 19 Per Cent 


For this reason, he declared, tests on 


35 pilots and observers have shown 
that the higher efficiency of planes 
with open cockpits is more than offset 
by a loss of efficiency in the men who 
handle them, the net loss in efficiency 
being about 19 per cent. 


Heavy flying clothing is defintely a 


handicap, Captain Armstrong said, and 
protects the flyer only from freezing' 
temperature down to about 10 de-1 
grees above zero. "Most pilots lose! 
some degree of confidence while wear-' 
ing winter flying clothing, being con-, 
scious of the fact that they are not] 
then so able to control the airplane, 
operate equipment, or 'bail out' in an 
emergency." . 
' . 


New Planes Covered 


In contrast, it was 'recalled that on 


the first flight of Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd's party over the south pole the 
group wore comparatively light cloth- 
ing in their cabin plane and Pilot 
Bernt Balchen flew the ship without 
gloves or mittens. 


Many planes purchased by both the 


army and navy recently have retain- 
ed the old open-cockpit construction 
but the new high speed heavy bomb- 
ers and many observation ships are 
cabin type or are constructed with 
transparent covers over machine gun 
compartments and cockpits to provide 
good visibility and warmth.
